1 hesitate very much to take this matter up with the full Committee, 
will do so only and until I am sure that it cannot be worked out 
satisfactorily between us. I discussed this matter with the Bureau of 
the Budget, which under the law is required to fix ceilings and publish 
civilian personnel figures, and with the Civil Service Commission which 
has a similar function. 

I am sure that you do not wish to involve any agency of the Govern- 
ment in any matter which may be interpreted as a violation of the law. 
Sfcder the circumstances it is suggested that representatives of your 
iptCUp, the Bureau of the Budget, the Civil Service Commission, and of 
the Soinmittee meet at the earliest possible date in an effort to work 
out a ielution of a problem in which all are concerned.
